9 BY MS. REGAL: 

10 Q Mr. Gaujacq, can you identify for the record 

1 1 what Exhibit 2 is? 

12 A It's not a CV, in any case. It's background 

13 information on what I've done. 

1 3 MS. REGAL: For the record, let me state that 

1 5 Exhibit 2 is a two-page document with Bates stamps EDFJ 

16 4713 to 4714. 

17 BY MS. REGAL: 

18 Q Did you prepare the document which is Exhibit 

19 2? 

20 A I don't remember this document. 

21 Q Would you look at the information on the 
2 2 document and tell me if there is anything mat seems 
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or euros or dollars or whatever makes the most sense 
for you to state it in. 

A I can give you an estimate of my annual 
salary, but it's an estimate. Around 1.80,000 francs. 

Q Let me show you one of these documents that 
your counsel gave us today, being produced in response 
to the subpoena. This is a document that is Bates 
stamped P Gaujacq 7 through 10. Do you have a copy of] 
it? 

MS. BREDEHOFT: Yes, 1 have a copy. lean 
use tliis. 

MS. REGAL: Would you mark this, please, as 
Exhibit 3. 

(The Employment Application was marked 
Philippe Gaujacq Deposition Exhibit No. 3 for 
identification.) 
BY MS. REGAL: 
B Q Mr. Gaujacq, could you state what this 
document is? 
A It's an application to be a tutor. 
Q All right. And this is a document that you 
filled out; is that correct? 
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incorrect to you. 

A No. It seems correct to me. 

Q Then is it correct that you had been involved 
in teaching from sometime in 1983 to sometime in 2000? 

A Yes, that was my profession. 

Q When was the last time that you held a 
teaching post? 

A It was at the Lycee Technique Pablo Neruda in 
Dieppe. 

Q When did you stop teaching at the Lycee 
Technique in Dieppe? 

A Officially beginning of September 2000. 

Q What was your salary immediately before you 
quit the Lycee Technique in 2000? 

A In euros, in francs, because there was 
recently a change in Europe and so I would have to 
translate that. And then also to be more specific, 
when you're talking about a salary, are you talking 
about the total salary, die average salary? 

Q What was your base salary as of the last 
month or the last year, whichever is most appropriate, 
thai you were teaching? And you can. tell me in francs 
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A It is my handwriting, yes. 

Q Now, would you look at the page that is 
numbered 9 at the bottom of the page? I would like t 
draw your attention to the top of the page to the 
block of writing under the first entry for the French 
National Education Ministry. Would you look at thai| 
section? And particularly I want to focus on what 
information you stated there with respect to your 
salary. 

A If I remember correctly, it must be reference 
to an estimated beginning salary and an estimated 
ending salary after a long career, but Vm not sure. 

Q All right Well, there is a reference there 
to ending base salary where you have written $40,00$ 
per year. The question is, is that approximately 
correct as your ending salary as a professor in the 
French Education Ministry? 

A It's an estimate. No more than that. I 
don't know. It's an estimated value of salary at the 
end of a career, but I would be — I would not be able 
to fell you if it's still accurate. Today, as far as 
a final salary — final base salary would be for — 
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after a long career. It's an estimate. 

Q So then is it fair to say that the final base 
salary could have been a little less than 40,000 U.S. 
dollars a year? 

A In my opinion it would be above that value, 

Q Do you have in your possession or in your 
custody or in your control any record or document that 
would tell us what the last base salary was that you 
earned in the Ministry of Education in France? 

A Yes. I have my last salary reports — my 
last pay vouchers.

Q Now, why is it that you stopped teaching? 5

Q Why did you leave your post in the National 

Ministiy of Education? 9 

A First of all, I did not leave it. 10 

And I agreed by a common agreement to follow! 1 

my wife, who had been named as president of EDF 12 

International in Washington. 13 

Q Please explain what you mean when you say 1 4 

that you did not leave your post at the Ministry of 15 

Education. 16 

A What I mean is that I applied — or I 17 

submitted an application called an availability 18 

application in order to be able to follow my wife ant 19 

spend several years in the United States, And this 2 

would allow me, if needed, to find a position in 21 

France upon my return. 22 
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Q Since the time mat your wife left EDF, have 
you made any inquiry to the National Ministry of 
Education regarding your status? 

A No. I have not done any research or made any 
request in that regard. 

Q You have mentioned previously that you made 
an application for a position at the Lycee Francais in 
Washington; correct? 

A Yes, dial's correct. 

Q And you did not obtain that position; 
correct? 

A I did not obtain that position because there 
were no positions available in applied physics, which 
is my area; only in physics at that time. 

Q Other than the application that you made for 
employment with the Lycee Francais, and you mentioned 
two schools in Virginia; I don't recall the names 
right now. Other than those three institutions, have 
you applied for any odier teaching job in the United 
States? 

A Yes, of course. 

Q And please identify them for me. 
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A This is another one here (indicating). 

Q Please give me what you're referring to. 

A (Indicating.) 

MS. BREDEHOFT: Let the record reflect it's 
Deposition Exhibit No. 3 that he's referring to. 

Q And this was the application to The Learning 
Center for a job being a tutor; is that correct? 

A That one, yes. 

Q AH right. So I now have four institutions 
that we have identified as institutions where you 
applied for positions as a teacher. One is Lycee 
Francais. One is the Fairfax County Schools. One is 
the Loudoun County Schools. And the fourth is The 
Learning Center as a tutor. Are there any others than 
those four where you applied for a teaching position 
in the United States? 

A Yes. Yes, there are others. 

Q What were the others? 

A I applied to teach at the middle school of 
Herndon in an immersion program for French. And I had 
interviews with the various high schools around Great 
Falls. 
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1 Hopefully, he can sort that out. 

2 (The pages were marked Philippe Gaujacq

4 identification.) 

5 MS. REGAL: Tins would be a good time to take 

6 a break. 

7 (A short recess was taken.) 

8 MS. REGAL: Okay. Back on die record. 

9 I just want to clarify on the Bates numbers 

1 for Exhibit A, I see I misstated. The Bates numbers 

11 for Exhibit 4 are P. Gaujacq 1 through P. Gaujacq 6 

12 and then P. Gaujacq 1 1 through 16. 

13 BY MS. REGAL: 

14 Q Now, Mr. Gaujacq, would you go through 

1 5 Exhibit 4 and just describe for me, for us, what these 

1 6 documents are, 

17 A Yes, absolutely, yes. I'll go slowly for the 

1 8 interpreter. 

1 9 The first page is an application or some 

20 documents required by the Human Resources Department 

21 of Loudoun County. 

22 After page 6, so these are the documents 
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Q Well, were those interviews in connection 
with your application for employment with the Fairfax 
County and the Loudoun County School Systems? 

A They were in addition. I, in fact, applied 
directly at the schools themselves rather than going 
through Fairfax County Public Schools or Loudoun 
County Public Schools. So I had direct contact in the 
high school with principals and representatives of 
these schools around the issue of a position. 

Q I would like to mark as Exhibit 4 a 
collection of documents which were produced in 
response to the subpoena, were produced to us today 
response to the subpoena. I have just looked through 
these documents, and it appears to me that this 
collection that we are marking as Exhibit 4 is the 
rest of the documents concerning job applications for 
teaching posts that you produced. I would like you to! 
mark this as Exhibit 4. 

For the record, I believe what these numbers 
are are P. Gaujacq 2 through P. Gaujacq 1 6 with the 
exception of the pages that we removed to mark as 
Exhibit 3 which are P. Gaujacq 7 through 10. 
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1 submitted in response to this correspondence or 

2 rather, this application. 

3 Q If I may, let me stop you there so that we 

4 can do this in separate sections. With respect to 

5 this first part, pages 1 through 6, was this all with 

6 respect to an application for employment that you made 

7 in 2001? 

8 A I don't recall the exact date of the 

9 document. 

10 Q Do you recall when you were applying for a 

1 1 job with the Loudoun County Public Schools? 
ii 2 A I must have made my first application during 

13 2001. 

14 Q Okay. Is it correct that you were not 

1 5 offered a job at the Loudoun County Public Schools? 

16 A Yes. Because, if I recall correctly, at the 

1 7 time Loudoun County was not sponsoring. 
IS Q You mean Loudoun County was not sponsoring in 
1 9 terms of sponsoring a person for a visa. Is that what 
2 you mean? 

21 A I think that's correct, yes. 

22 Q Okay. Then please continue with the rest of 
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the documents m Exhibit 4. 1 

A The page that is numbered P. Gaujacq 01 1 is, 2 

in fact, part of the document that's marked Exhibit 3. 3 

Q Okay. And then please tell me what pages 12 4 

through 16 arc. 5 

A It's an application to teach at the Northern 6 

Virginia Community College. 7 

Q And is that the entire remainder of this 8 

exhibit from pages 12 through 16? 9 

A I think so. 10 

Q And what happened with the application to the 1 1 

Northern Virginia Community College? 12 

A They didn't have any positions in my area of 13 

specialization. 14 

Q I notice on page 12, there are the words, 1 5 
"position as Adjunct Faculty French teacher." Do you 1 6 

see that? 17 

A Yes, yes, of course. 18 

Q Were you applying to the Northern Virginia 1 9 

Community College tor a position as a teacher of the 2 

French language? 2 1 

A I did indeed apply, submitted an application 22 
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to be a French teacher. 

Q Did you also apply to the Northern Virginia 
Community College for a position as teacher of 
electrical engineering? 

A No, because they don't have that area of 
specialization at the Loudoun campus. 

Q All right. When was it that you made the 
application for the position at Northern Virginia 
Community College? 

A It's probably 2001 or 2002. Probably end of 
2001 or beginning of 2002. I don't know. 

Q Okay. I have just seen a date at the bottom 
of page 14 which appears to be November 2002. Do 
that sound right to you as the time that you applied 
for that position? 

A Yes, it must be correct, I think. 

Q Did you make any application for teaching 
jobs after August of 2002 other than this one to the 
Northern Virginia Community College? 

A I must have submitted other applications, but 
I don't recall. 

Q Other applications for teaching positions? 
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A Yes, yes. Absolutely, yes. 

Q Can you name any of the oilier places where 
you applied for teaching positions? 

A Yes, absolutely. 

I had an interview at Falls Church High 
School. I had an interview at Reston High School I 
also had an interview in Falls Church for the Herndon 
immersion program. 

Q Anything else? 

A Not that I recall now. 

Q Is it correct that since you came to the 
United States in September of 2000, you have not 
actually been employed as a teacher in the United 
States? Is that right? 

A That's correct. 

Q Now, when your wife was appointed to come to 
die United States, isn't it correct that she was given 
an indemnity to compensate for your giving up your 
position in France? 

MS. BREDEHOFT: Objection to form. Go ahead. 

A In her expatriation contract, it was 
stipulated that 1 could indeed receive a small 
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indemnity as a result of my loss of employment for two 

years. 

Q If you obtained employment during that period 
of two years, was the procedure that the indemnity 
would stop? 

A That's probable, yes. 

Q Do you recall what the amount of the 
indemnity was that was provided with respect to the 
loss of the spouse's position? 

A Yes, yes. I remember, yes. It represented 
approximately 5,000 francs at the time. 

Q 5,000 francs per month? 

A Yes. yes, per month. 

Q Okay. And I take it that that indemnity was 
paid for each month for the two-year period from the 
beginning of your wife's expatriation until the end of 
the two years. Is that right? 

A Yes, that's correct. The contract stipulated 
that this indemnity for loss of employment would 
continue for two years unless I were to find other 
employment. 

Q I'd like to return to the matter of your 
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leave of absence from the Ministry of Education, 
Would you please describe the conditions or 
circumstances under which you would be able to return 
to a position in France in the Ministry of Education? 

A I will try. 

When I left my position to follow my wife, I 
benefited from where I applied for the leave of 
absence. Then I was granted the leave of absence. 
This leave of absence would continue to run as long as 
my wife continued to be employed by a French companjr 
overseas, which means that I'm not at all certain mat 
[ would be able to find a position again if I were to 
return today to France. 

Q I'd like you to focus on the period of time 
before your wife left EDF. What were the requirements 
or circumstances under which you would be able to go 
back to France then and resume your position in the 
Ministry of Education? 

MS. BREDEHOFT: Objection to form. 

A I'm not sure I understood the question 
correctly. 

Q Well, let me try it this way. Assume the 
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1 of written document that the ministry provided to yoi|? 

2 A Yes, of course. There is a document that I 

3 had to fill out in order to make that application. 

4 Q And is the grant of that application also in 

5 writing? 

6 A Yes, of course. 

7 Q Is it a separate document than the 

8 application? 

9 A I believe there's a mix-up happening here. 
1 These are two different things. First of all, there's 
1 I the availability request or leave of absence request 

1 2 that is made in the context of a spouse traveling 

13 overseas, and specifically in this case for a public 

1 4 company, such as was EOF at the time in France. 

1 5 And on the other hand, there's an application 

1 6 in order to go back to a position in the case of a 

17 transfer, for example. 

18 Q Okay. The availability request is a single 

1 9 document that you prepared; correct? 

20 A I must have indeed, yes, prepared a document 

2 1 which must have been handled by my boss at the timf . 

22 Q Okay. And did you receive a separate 
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period of time is somewhere between September 2000 and 
August of 2004, During that period of time, if you 
wanted to go back to France to teach within the 
Ministry of Education, what procedure did you 
understand you had to follow? 

A I will fry to explain. During the normal 
period of time — let's say for those four years that 
my wife worked for EDF — I would have to apply for a 
position, make a transfer request or application 
before mid January of a given year so as to apply for 
a position in September, 

Q Have you finished? 

A (Indicating.) 

Q Is mere something written that gives that 
requirement about notifying die ministry by mid 
January to commence a post in September? 

A Yes, of course. It's a completely standard 
procedure, whatever the case may be, whether you're 
inside France, in another country of Europe, or 
overseas. It's a completely normal procedure. 



Q Is the leave of absence that you were granted 
by the French Ministry reflected in a letter, any kind 
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1 document from the ministry approving the request? 

2 A Probably, yes. 

3 Q And you believe that those documents, the 

4 application and the approval, are still in your 

5 possession? 

6 A Yes, probably, yes. 

7 Q Now, did you ever have any employment in th 

8 United States from September 2000 until today? 

9 A No. 

10 Q Have you had any sources of income since yo| 

1 1 have arrived in the United States? 

12 A Other than the indemnity, which was paid to 

13 me by EDF for that two-year period, no, I have not 

1 4 received any other salary here in the United States. 

15 Q Have you been involved in a construction job 

1 6 of some kind during the period of time you've been if 

1 7 the United States? 

18 A I participated. I gave a friend a hand, in 

1 9 the construction of a house, yes. 

20 Q Where was the house that you're referring to? 

21 A In Great Falls. 

22 Q Was the house that you're referring to a new 
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1 house being built? 

2 A Absolutely. It was a new house that uses a 

3 new construction process, 

4 Q For what period of time did you give a hand 

5 to the friend with respect to constructing this house?) 

6 A Over the course of several months, I think, 

7 but irregularly. 

8 Q What period of time? 

9 A Well, I'm not sure that I know exactly when 

10 it began or when my friend considered this 

1 1 construction project. I would say end of 2003 to 

12 almost end of 2004. 

13 Q What was your role in constructing this 

1 4 house?
